ON THE VITAL STATISTICS OF QUEENSLAND FOR THE YEAR 
ENDED 31st DECEMBER, 1892. 


TO THE HONOURABLE THE COLONIAL SECRETARY, HORACE TOZER, ESQUIRE. 


Str,—I have the honour to submit to you my Report on the Registration of 
Births, Marriages, and Deaths for the year 1892, this being the thirty-third Annual 
Report on the Vital Statistics of Queensland. 

The Tables in Appendix A, from 1 to 27, have been prepared by the officers of 
my Department, and, I think, exhibit very clearly and fully all the information that 
is likely to be required in connection with the Vital Statistics of the Colony. This 
Report is an analysis of the general Tables, in which I have tried to present the 
more important particulars in a readable form, with the addition of some small 
explanatory ‘lables. 


POPULATION. 


The population of Queensland to 31st December, 1892, as seen by Table I 
in Appendix A, is estimated at 421,297, consisting of 237,965 males and 183,332 
females, the increase over the estimated population of 1891 being 10,967—viz., 5,407 
males and 5,560 females. 

The mean population is used, unless. otherwise stated, for calculating rates of 
marriages, births, and deaths. The following table shows the estimated population 
and estimated mean population for the year 1892 :—

The ratio of total increase in the estimated population, as compared with the 
population estimated at the end of the previous year, has been 2°67 per cent.; and 
the ratio of inerease in each sex, calculated in the same way, 1°32 males and 1:35 
females. ‘This ratio of inerease in the population is in excess of that shown by the 
records of the previous year, but is not equal by 1°30 per cent. to the ratio of increase 
during 1890. ‘This will be apparent from tle following statement :—

From the above it will be observed that the increase to the population by the 
excess of arrivals over departures by sea and railway amounted to 1,330 persons, 
including 1,024 males and 806 females, and the increase by births over deaths was 
9,637 persons, consisting of 4,883 males and 5,254 females. 


The greatest immigration increase, it will be seen, occurred in the second 
quarter of 1892, and the smallest in the fourth quarter; there was an excess of 
departures in the first quarter. In this Colony it’ is frequently the case that the 
immigration returns for the fourth quarter show the smallest increase, occasioned 
probably by the fact that residents of Queensland visit the southern colonies in 
large numbers at this season of the year for change of climate during our summer 
months and for recreation. The greatest increase from natural causes appears in 
the third quarter, and the next increase in importance took place in the second 
quarter, the increase from this source in the first and fourth quarters of the year 


having been nearly equal.

From this it will be observed that the immigration increase during 1892 was, 
like that of 1891, considerably below that of any similar period of the preceding 
ten years; but, on the other haud, the natural increase during 1892 was in excess 
of any other year during the decennial period mentioned, with the exception of that 
of 1890. 


The next point of interest for consideration is the sex and ages of persons 
who arrived in and departed from the Colony during 1892, as obtained from the 
returns of immigration and emigration for the year under review, distinction being 
made between those above and under the age of 12 years. This is best shown by the 


following statement :—

From this it appears that of persons who were added to the population by 
excess of arrivals over departures, 1,813 were over the age of 12 years, while the 
departures of children exceeded the arrivals by 483. Of these there were 375 between 
1 and 12 years, and 108 were infants. This reduces the excess of arrivals over 


departures to 1,330 persons. 


Amongst those classed as adults (for want of a more suitable term) the pro- 
portion of males was over two to one in excess of females; whilst the proportion of 
the sexes amongst the children, 1 to 12 years, does not show any great difference, 


and that of infants was equal. 


To show how far the alien races contributed to the increase in the population 


during 1892, the following table is published :—

It will be seen from the above that, in connection with persons travelling to 
this Colony to and from China, there were only 19 persons departed hence to that 
country in excess of arrivals from thence; it will be observed that amongst females 
the arrivals from that country exceeded the departures by 30; whereas in the case 
of males the departures exceeded the arrivals by 49. With respect to Polynesians, 
392 departed for the islands in excess of those who arrived in this Colony from the- 


place mentioned, of whom 333 were males and 59 were females. 


The next matter in connection with the increase to the population by excess 
of arrivals over departures which requires comment is the source from which such 
increase was obtained. Full information on this subject will be found in Table No. 1 


in the Appendix. 


In order to show whether the balance of immigration and emigration between 
this and the neighbouring colonies was or was not in favour of Queensland, the 
following tables have been extracted from Table No. 1 above referred to. ‘This 
indicates the exact interchange of persons by sea and rail to and from Queensland 
and the other Australian Colonies,

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From the summary attached to Table E it will be seen that there was an 
addition of 1,502 persons to our population from the other Australian Colonies 
during 1892, of whom 1,423 were males and 79 were females. 

New South Wales, as usual, contributed the greatest number of immigrants ; 
but as nearly all the travellers in Australia, on their way to Queensland, come vid 
Sydney, the fact referred to has no special significance. 

In order to show that, with one exception, the balance of arrivals and 
departures was in favour of this Colony for the last ten years, a statement is 
appended which gives information on the subject :—

[t will be observed that the balance of immigration over emigration in 
connection with the adjacent colonies was against Queensland during 1891; and 
although during the last year the balance of intercolonial exchange has been in our 
favour, yet the number is not so great as in many other years during the decenniad.

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An analysis of this Table shows that the additions to the population from the 
excess of recorded births over recorded deaths is greater than that of the previous 
year during the period covered by the Table, except the year 1890; and the 
centesimal ratio of increase to the estimated population—viz., 2°29—compares 
favourably with any of the previous years.

MARRIAGES. 

There were 2,774 marriages celebrated and registered in the Colony during 
the year 1892, being a numerical decrease of 181, as compared with the number 
solemnised during the previous year. 

The number of marriages in proportion to the population has been regarded 
as a certain indication of increased or diminished general prosperity amongst a 
populace; and in England the statistics of marriage and death which extend over a 
long period may be said to have proved this to be the case, and that the condition of 
the community, whether prosperous or otherwise, may be fairly determined by the 
proportion of marriages to the population. This may not be so certain in its 


application amongst other nationalities, but the test may, I think, be generally relied 
upon 
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upon in countries, such as the Australian Colonies, whose population largely consists 
of people of British extraction. So far as Queensland is concerned, I may say 
from experience that a decrease in the marriage rate fairly reflects the periods of 
adversity or otherwise through which the Colony has passed. 

The unprecedented depression latterly experienced by this Colony in common 
with the other parts of Australasia has had a marked effect on the marriage rate here 
for some years, and the continued troubles of 1892, no doubt, led to an increased 
falling off in the marriage rate for that year. The effect is apparent from the 
following summary :

Although the marriage rate for 1892 is less than it was in the previous year, 
and the rate of the last-mentioned year a decrease on that of its predecessor, it still 
compares fairly with a similar rate in the other Australian Colonies, as appears from 
the above statement.

This shows that a decrease in the marriage rate to a greater or less extent 
has taken place in all of the Colonies in 1892, except New Zealand, where the 
increase in the rate is only 0°18 per 1,000 of the mean population.

It will be observed that the period with respect to Western Australia is only for 
20 years, for which returns are alone available. ‘This shows that the mean marriage 
rate for the period mentioned was highest in this Colony, and lowest in Tasmania. 


The rate in New Zealand is highest next to Queensland, and South Australia 
and- New South Wales are next in proportion in the order given. The mean rate in 
Western Australia for 20 years is 6°90. 


The marriage rate in Queensland for the year 1892 per 1,000 of the mean 
population was 6°74; and, ewelusive of Chinese, Polynesians, and persons of like 
alien races, was 6°99. 


As it may be useful for reference, a statement is subjoined which shows the 
marriage rate in Queensland per 1,000 of the mean population, from the time the

It will be observed from the foregoing that the marriage rate in Queensland 
in 1892 per 1,000 of the mean population was the lowest recorded during the period 
referred to. 


The marriage rate in Queensland in 1892, according to the nwmber of persons 
married, to every 1,000 of the mean population, was 13°34—a decrease on the rate 
calculated in the same way for the year 1891, which was 14°36.

It will be seen from above statement that the largest increase in the number 
of marriages is shown in district of Westwood, and proportionable the largest 
decrease in the district of Leichhardt. This decrease is, however, easily accounted 
for, from the fact that the most populous part of the Leichhardt district—that 
which contained the Mount Morgan township and diggings—was lately taken from 
that district and added to Westwood. With respect to other increases, that in the 
districts of Maranoa and Westwood are equal, whilst the districts of Kennedy, 
Drayton and Toowoomba, Burnett, Rockhampton, Warwick and Darling Downs 
West all show a fair increase in the number of marriages recorded, compared with 
those of the previous year. With respect to decreases in the number of marriages 
recorded in 1892 not previously referred to, that in the Brisbane district is the most 
important—viz., 75. Other important districts also exhibit a falling off, viz. :— 
Gympie, 82; Enoggera, 27 ; and Darling Downs Central, 19.

Tt will be observed that nearly half the marriages during the past year have 
been celebrated by ministers of the English and Roman Catholic Churches. Those 
performed according to the rites of the Church of England were 693, those by 
Roman Catholic rites, 595. The next in the order of numbers were in the 
Presbyterian Church, 504. In four of the principal denominations the following 
percentage of increase in the number of marriages was apparent, viz. :—Primitive 
Methodists, 16°09; Church of Rome, 5:31; Wesleyan Methodists, 3°35; and 
Lutheran, 0°87. While in five of the principal denominations the following per- 
centage decrease is observable:—Congregational Church, 41°96; Baptist, 20°18 ; 
Presbyterian, 10°95 ; and Church of England, 2°67. There was also a falling off in 
the Registry Office and justices marriages to the extent of 26°16 per cent. 


Tn all, seven out of the seventeen denominations show a diminution in the 
number of marriages performed during the year, to a greater or less extent; but the 
remainder show an increase. 

Of the total marriages celebrated during the year 1892, the following

It will be seen 
on reference to that Table that far the largest number of marriages took place in 
the Registry District of Brisbane, and that they form 23°14 per cent. of the total 
marriages celebrated. 

Birthplaces of Persons Married. 


Table No. V., page 7 in the Appendix to this Report, shows the nationality 
of persons married in this Colony during 1892. The birthplaces of the husbands 
are given in the margin of the Table, and those of the wives across the head of 
same. From the Table referred to will be seen the number of marriages amongst 
members of the alien races who were living in Queensland that year, and also their 
intermarriage with persons belonging to the European races, were as follow :—It 
appears that 18 men, natives of China, were married during 1892, 4 of whom 
were married to women natives of Queensland, 1 to a woman bern in New South 
Wales, 6 to English women, 1 to a Scotch woman, and 6 to Irish women. During 
1892, 18 men, natives of Polynesia, were married here; of these 3 men were married 
to Queensland women, 1 to a woman born in New South Wales, 1 to an English 
woman, and 13 to women natives of Polynesia. 

The proportion of marriages amongst Chinese and Polynesians in 1892, 
calculated on the estimated number of each race in the population of that year, is 
as follows :—Chinese 0°22 per cent., and Polynesians 0°37 per cent.

It will be observed that the number of males and females married for the first time 
was 2,383, being in the proportion of 85:90 per cent. to the total persons married, 
a proportion a little less than the previous year, when it was 86°44 per cent.; of 
bachelors who married widows there were 161, equal to 5°80 per cent.; the number 
of spinsters who chose widowers for husbands was 160, being in the proportion of 
5°77 per cent.; while of persons, both widowed, who intermarried there were 66, a 
proportion of only 2°38 per cent. ‘There were 2 divorced women who were married 
to bachelors, and 2 divorced men, 1 of whom married a widow and 1 a spinster.

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Tt will be noted that the number unable to write was less than in 1891, being 
only 165 in 1892, as against 197 in the previous year; the relative proportions in 
each year to the total of persons married being 2°97 per cent. in 1892, compared 
with 3°29 per cent. in 1591. 

It may be interesting to learn that of the 165 persons who affixed a mark to 
their marriage certificates 40 gave their birthplace as ireland, 31 England, 
30 Queensland (of whom 21 were females), 27 South Sea Tslands, 9 New South 
Wales, Scotland only 4, the balance being natives of various countries.

It is satisfactory to note from the above the gradual but steady decrease 
which has taken place of late years in the proportion of those whose want of educa- 
tion of some kind was noticeable from their inability to write. It tends in a great 
measure to prove that the efforts made in the cause of education for the masses, 
both here and in the United Kingdom, from where the majority of immigration to 
Queensland is drawn, is so far steadily bearing fruit. 

The improvement in this matter in the other Australian Colonies is also very 
marked. Quoting from Mr. Hayter’s Victorian Year Book for 1892, which includes 
marriage statistics to the end of 1891, I find that the proportion of persons who 
could not sign their name per 100 of the total persons married in year 1890 was

Ages of Persons Married. 

A Table giving a return of the various ages of husbands and wives married 
in this Colony during 1892 will be found in the Appendix to this Report, Table VI. 
In the first column to the left will be found the ages of husbands at time of 
marriage, and following the line across the Table to the right the total number of 
husbands at any particular age will be ascertained. It will be observed that the 
youngest man married was at 17 years of age; also from that Table that the 
greatest number of men married at one age—namely, 235—were at 23 years; there 
were an equal number married at 27 years. ‘The oldest man married during the 
year specified was at 72 years, who took for his wife a woman of 42 years. 


The 
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The ages of wives is given on tbe top line of the Table, and the number of 
women married at each of these ages will be found each line in each column read 
downwards, the total number of wives married at any of the ages being seen at the 
foot of each column. This being so, it will be seen that the youngest female married 
was a girl of 14 years, that as many as 9 girls were married at 15 years, also that 
the greatest number of women married in the year above referred to—viz., 395—was 
at 21 years, also that 322 were married at 22, 269 at 23, and 216 at 24 years of age. 

Tt will be further observed that there is not an instance during the year in 
which the ages of either husband or wife are unspecified, which speaks well for the 
care and attention given by ministers and civil officials in obtaining this information 
in the marriage certificate. 

The greatest age at which any woman was married during 1892 was 65 years. 

This Table, upon being further analysed, presents some interesting particulars 
in the ages of husbands and the wives they married. Thus it will be seen that the 
girl aged 14 was married to a man of 23, one of the girls of 15 was married to a 
husband of 17, while another took a husband of 29 years. Hight women giving 
their ages as 21 were married to husbands, respectively, of 52, 47, 46, two 45, 41, 
and two 40. One man of 44 and another of 45 married girls of 17 and 18 respec- 
tively. One woman of 64 and another of 60 married men of 65 and 64 years, and 
a man of 46 took a wife of 55 years. 

A statement is appended which shows for the last ten years the number of 
husbands and wives whose ages at the time of marriage was stated to be between 
13 and 40 years :—

Here an important fact presents itself—namely, the large proportion of births 
of maie to female children, the proportion of females to every 100 males born in 
1892 being only 92°59 per cent., which is the lowest proportion of females born in 
this Colony during the last ten years, being 3°45 per cent. less than in the previous 
year, and 4°34 per cent, less than 1890. 


Birth Rate. 

The births registered in 1892 were in the proportion of 35°84 to every 
1,000 persons living in the estimated mean population of that year, being a rate 
slightly lower than that of the previous year. The subjoined statement shows the 
birth rate in this Colony for the last five years; also the birth rate per 1,000 of the 
mean population, exclusive of Chinese, Polynesians, and other alien races :—

It is satisfactory to see that the birth rate of Queensland, although less than 
in the previous year, still maintains a high proportion compared with the rate of 
the Australian Colonies; the rate in New South Wales being that which comes

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next to it in importance. It will also be noticed as a strange coincidence, not easily 
accounted for, that the birth rate in all the Colonies in 1892, without exception, 
was less than the rate recorded in the previous year.

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It will be seen from the foregoing that the greatest number of births during 
the year under review is, of course, in the metropolitan district of Brisbane, showing 
2,112, as against 2,259 in the former year. ‘The next in order of number is 
Kennedy, in which there were 962, compared with 870 in the previous year; and 
the next, the Enoggera district, which shows 788 recorded, contrasted with 820 in 
1891. 

The increase and decrease in births in each of the registry districts will be 
more plainly seen in the following Table :—

From the above it appears that the largest increase in births recorded was in 
Westwood district; but against this may be set off the decrease of 207 in the Leich- 
hardt district—the most populous part of the latter district, as previously explained, 
having been taken away and added to Westwood. Irrespective of the above, the 
largest increases in number of births recorded were—Kennedy 92, Aramac 48, 
Clermont 42, Moreton West 40, Darling Downs Central 34, and Darling Downs 
East 32. 

The most important decreases of births recorded in 1892, irrespective of 
Leichhardt district above referred to, were in Brisbane 147, Enoggera 87, Mackay 
44, Cook 39, Toowong 29, and Moreton East 27. ‘The most important decreases, 
excluding Leichhardt, were therefore in the districts including Brisbane and the 
most part of its suburbs.

From this it appears that the increase in births over deaths in 1892 was 92 in 
excess of the previous year; but in 1891 there was a large falling off, in that the 
proportion of increase compared with that of 1890, which was unusually great 
compared with that of other years in the same quinquenniad. 


Illegitimate Births. 


The illegitimate births registered during 1892 numbered 752—viz., 403 males 
and 349 females—which was 68 more than the number of such births registered in 
1891. The rate per cent. of births of this description to the total births of the year 
is 5°05 per cent., a proportion greater than in 1891, when it was 4°65 per cent. 
The centesimal proportion that such irregular births bear to the total children born 
in the Colony during the last ten years is given in the statement appended :—

The mortality of the year 1892 has been slightly in excess of that for 1891. 
There were 5,266 deaths registered in the year past mentioned, which is 96 more 
than those registered in the previous year, and a centesimal increase of 1:86. 
The proportion of the total deaths per 1,000 of the mean population was 12°66. The

This shows that the highest death rate during the last ten years was in 1884— 
viz., 22‘97 per 1,000 of the mean population; and that the rate has been steadily 
decreasing since that period, with the exception of 1888, when there was a slight 
increase. 

The death rate in England in 1890 was 19°5 per 1,000 persons living, and the 
average for the ten years ending 1890 was 1971 per 1,000, with which the present 
death rate in Queensland compares very favourably.

From the above, it is apparent that the death rate has decreased in 1892 in 
all the colonies, the largest decrease appearing in Victoria. The death rate in

It is thought advisable to publish this ‘lable in the form given to facilitate 
reference before analysing it. It will be observed that although the percentage of 
births over deaths for 1892 was not so good as in 1891, yet it largely exceeded the 
mean rate of increase for the ten years and was considerably better than that shown 
in the year 1890. The proportion of males to every 100 females born in 1892 was 
considerably greater than in 1891, a fact to which I have called attention at an 
earlier part of this report. The proportion of deaths of males to every 100 females 
who died was also very much less in 1892 than in the previous year, and was 9°59 
per cent. below the average for the last ten years. 


Deaths in certain Localities. 

Information under this head is contained in Table VII. in the Appendix to 
this Report, referring to which it will be seen that of the larger centres of popula- 
tion, 937 deaths, or 17°79 per cent. of the whole number of deaths registered, were 

recorded 
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recorded in Brisbane Registry District; 824 deaths, or 6°15 per cent. of the whole, 
in Kennedy District; 241 deaths, or 4°58 per cent., in Townsville; 234 deaths, or 
4°44, per cent., in Bundaberg ; 225 deaths, or 4°27 per cent., in Mackay ; 201 deaths, 
or 3°82 per cent., in Rockhampton. In none of the other districts did the number 
of deaths reach 200. 

As above stated, the deaths in the Brisbane district numbered 987 persons, 
consisting of 537 males and 400 females, being an increase of 10 males and 18 
females on the number registered in the year 1891. 

The death rate of the district—that is, the proportion of deaths registered to 
the total population therein—cannot be given with any degree of accuracy except at 
the time a census is taken, as there is really at present. no proper basis upon which 
an estimate of the population of the city and suburbs can be made. The location of 
the population in and around the city is so subject to change since the Census was 
taken that any death rate published now would be likely to mislead. 

There is no statutory power given me by which I could compel returns to be 
furnished to me from which to make an estimate of local population, and the local 
governing bodies refused to assist me in the matter. 

Detailed information relative to the number of deaths during each quarter of 
1892 in each Registry District of the Colony is given in Table VII. of the Appendix 
to this report. Referring to that Table it will be seen that in the whole Colony the 
greatest mortality has been in the first quarter of the year; the fourth quarter 
being that in which the next greatest number of deaths was registered, the number 
then recorded being very nearly equal to those registered in the first quarter. 

As is usually the case in the second and third quarters, the number of deaths 
registered was not so great. The following extract from the Table referred to shows 
a comparison of the number of deaths, both males and females, registered each 
quarter of the years 1891 and 1892 :—

Tt will be seen that as in 1892, so also in the previous year, the greatest 
number of deaths was registered in the first and fourth quarters. The heat of the 
weather at that period of the year in this Colony has no doubt a great influence on 
the degree of mortality, especially amongst very young children. 

Taking the number of deaths registered in each month of the year 1892, it 
will be found, on referring to Table XXX. in the Appendix, that the month of 
December was the most fatal. During that month 512 deaths were recorded ; 
February was the next with 489 deaths, and November the next with 478. The 
month of September was that in which the least number of deaths was registered, 
Tn 1891 the months of December and January were those in which the greatest 
number of deaths took place; and, as in 1892, September was the month which 
showed the least mortality. 

The following is the record of deaths in each month of 1892, and also shows 
the percentage of deaths in each month to the total deaths of the year :—

As was the case with respect to the whole Colony, the greatest mortality 
in the Brisbane District took place in the fourth and first quarters; the deaths in 
the fourth quarter, however, being the heaviest; in the second and third quarters 
the deaths recorded show a difference of only 10. Deaths were most numerous 
in this District during the months of November, October, and January, the numbers 
being 103, 92, and 91 deaths, respectively; and the months of April, March, and 
August were those in which the least number of deaths took place, the figures having 
been nearly equal, viz.—in April 62, in March 64, and in August 65. It will also 
be observed that the number of deaths registered in the urban portion of the 
Brisbane District was more than double that registered in the suburban portion. 


The particular institutions relative to which the following particulars are 
given are all located in the Registry District of Brisbane. The number of deaths

It appears from the foregoing that the deaths in the Brisbane Hospital in 
1892 exceeded those of the previous year by 14, that in the Lady Bowen and 
Children’s Hospitals deaths increased by 5 and 3 respectively, while deaths in the 
Diamantina Orphanage and Infants’ Asylum decreased, the former by 5 and the 
latter by 1. 


The percentage of deaths in these institutions in 1892 to the total deaths in 
the Brisbane District in that year was 29°03, a rate somewhat higher than that of 
the previous year, when it was 28°27 per cent. 


Deaths of Children. 


The deaths of children under 5 years of age always form a large proportion 
of the total deaths in Queensland, but this is universally the case, more particularly 
in communities where there happens to be a large proportion of children in the 
population, where the proportions of persons at an advanced age of life is small, and 
where a high marriage and birth rate obtains, as is the case in Queensland. The 
number of deaths of the class referred to registered here in 1892 fully bears out the 
statement, as will be seen from the following figures :—

From this it appears 2,126 children died in the year under notice before they 
reached five years of age, of whom 1,868 were under two years old.

Infantile Mortality. 


Under this head a comparison is instituted between the deaths of children 
under one year registered in 1592, and the number of births recorded in that year. 
The number of deaths of children under one year recorded was 1,591, and the births 
registered numbered 14,903; the infantile mortality, therefore, calculated on the 
above basis, has been 10°68 per cent.

It will be seen that the rate of infantile mortality in this Colony in either 1891 or 
1892 compares very favourably with most of the neighbouring Colonies, and also 
with England and Wales, which the Registrar-General of England in his Fifty- 
third Report states was 151 per 1,000 births. It also appears from Table “Q,’’ that 
during the last 10 years the rate of real infantile mortality reached its maximum, 
viz.: 14°85 per cent. in 1885, and that it decreased considerably in 1886 and 1887, 
but increased again in 1888 and 1889; in 1890 and 1891 a large decrease in the 
percentage is apparent, while in 1892 it again shows a slight advance on that of 
the previous years.

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Analysing this Table, it will be observed that of 1,591 children who died 
before they had attained one year, 526 of them, or 33-06 per cent., appear to have 
been born merely to die, as they did not live one month; 183, or 11°50 per cent. of 
the infants only lived over one month; 143, or 8°99 per cent. of them did not reach 
three months; 340, or 21°37 per cent. of them lived from periods ranging between 
three and under six months; and the remainder, 399; died before they reached the 
first year of life. The table also shows that the percentage of deaths of children 
under one year to total deaths in the district of Brisbane, viz., 29°88 per cent., was 
nearly the same as that of all the other districts in the Colony combined, which was 
30°28 per cent.

This shows that the rate of mortality of children under two years in the 
Metropolitan District of Brisbane, viz., 36°29, is higher than the majority of the other 
districts in which large towns are situated, and that out of those named in the table, 
Kennedy and Townsville alone show a higher infantile death rate than that of the 
Brisbane district. :

The percentage of deaths five years and upwards to the total deaths was 
59°63 per cent., and from the above statement it will be perceived that the highest 
percentage of deaths over five years took place within the quinquennial period of 
age, 20 to 25, viz., 6°19, a decrease of 0°87 per cent. on the previous year, and 
that the proportion at the succeeding period, 25 to 30, was nearly as great, being 
617, but that was also a decrease on deaths of the same ages in 1891 of 0°88 
per cent. From ages mentioned to those more advanced in life the percentage of 
deaths in each quinquennial period gradually decreased. The lowest percentage of 
deaths at any quinquennial period took place at ages between 10 and 15, viz., 
1:46 per cent. ‘There was only 0°51 per cent. of deaths recorded in 1892 in which 
the age was not ascertained.

Tn a work entitled “Notes on some of the more Common Diseases in Queens- 
land in relation to Atmospheric Conditions, 1887 to 1891,” written by David Hardie, 
M.D., Brisbane, 1893, the writer makes the following observations in connection 
with this disease :— 

“ Phthisis.—Queensland as a whole.—‘the mean monthly mortality curve of 
phthisis for the whole of Queensland for the quinquennial period 1887-91, shows a 
depression in February, a minimum rise in March, and a maximum rise in August, 
so that altogether for the twelve months the death rate is low in February, high in 
March, July, August, and September, and medium in January, April, May, June, 
October, November, and December. 

“In comparing this curve with the various meteorological readings for the 
same period, we find in a general way that the period of highest mortality corres- 
ponds fairly to high barometric pressure and high mean and absolute range of 
temperature, low temperature, rainfall, and number of rainy days and low amount 
of cloud, and that the period of low mortality corresponds to atmospheric conditions 
pretty nearly the opposite of these. With 
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“With regard to the fall of mortality in February, it can hardly be looked on 
as the result of a continuously high temperature during the previous months of 
summer, nor to the slight fall in mean and absolute range of temperature, because 
the same conditions, even to a more marked extent, together with increase in 
humidity, rainfall and amount of cloud, apply to January as compared to the last 
quarter of the previous year, and yet we find the mortality for these four months is 
nearly equal. It would appear rather that the mortality in February is lower and 
that of January higher than what the atmospheric conditions would lead us to 
expect. This might be due in the latter month, not only in the addition of a few 
deaths that should naturally have taken place in November and December previous 
had the weather been less favourable, but to the enervating influence, upon patients 
in the last stage of consumption, ofa prolonged high temperature ; and thus not only 
increasing the death rate for that month to an undue extent, but at the same time 
leaving all the fewer to die in the month of February. Weber says, “In many 
weakly subjects we constantly observe increased energy of all functions, better 
appetite, and greater ease of muscular action during warm weather ; but if exposed 
to it for a longer period the appetite fails, and the function of the digestive organs 
and of the nervous system become impaired. 


“In March the weather undergoes a fairly distinct change, and coincident 
therewith the mortality rapidly increases. After a few months of a continuously 
high temperature, the latter, together with the amount of cloud, falls, while the 
barometer rises, and the wind changes in its direction and increases in velocity. 


“For the next three months the death-rate is low, and under the following 
atmospheric conditions: a falling temperature, amount of rainfall and cloud, a 
rising barometer and mean and daily absolute range of temperature, together with 
a rise in relative humidity to its maximum for the year. As the presence of some 
of these might lead us to expect a higher death rate, it is possible that the distinct 
change in the weather in March has increased the mortality to an undue extent, 
leaving comparatively few to die during the next month or two, and so reducing 
the number of deaths for the time being. 


“In July the temperature is at its lowest for the year,and under a high 
barometer, high mean and absolute range of temperature, low rainfall and low 
amount of cloud, and falling humidity, the mortality now rises, and even in the 
presence of a slightly higher temperature continues to rise still higher to its 
maximum in August. In September, and also in October, while the relative 
humidity declines and the mean and absolute range of temperature remain high, the 
mortality rapidly falls. This is probably due mainly to a decided rise in tempera- 
ture, slight rise in amount of cloud, and fall in barometer, combined, perhaps, with 
more favourable winds. It is possible, also, that the high death rate in the winter 
months necessarily brings a diminution in the mortality during the next month or 
two. ‘The atmospheric conditions now become more favourable, the barometer and 
mean absolute range of temperature fall, the temperature, relative humidity, rain- 
fall, and amount of cloud rise, and for the next few months the mortality remains 
uniformly low, falling to its minimum for the year in the succeeding month of 
February.” 


As in the previous four years, so again in 1892, phthisis has proved the most 
fatal disease amongst the people of the Colony: no less than 423 persons have 
succumbed to that complaint, the percentage of deaths from this cause to the total 
deaths in the Colony being 8:03. The proportion of deaths from phthisis during 
1892 per 1,000 of the mean population was 1:01, and, exclusive of Polynesian deaths 
from this cause, was 0°40. 


Convulsions was the next most fatal disease, numbering 283—67 more than in 
1891. Of the number recorded in 1892 no less than 280 cases were children under 
five'years of age, of whom 201 were under one year of age. 


Lnteritis comes next in degree of fatality, numbering 272, showing the large 
increase of 174 on the previous year. 227 cases were children under five years, 189 
of whom had not reached the first year of life, 

Cc Diarrhea 
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Diarrhea comes next with 257 deaths, the cases of children under five years 
of age numbering 229, and those under one year 201. The deaths from this cause were 
less than that of 1891 by 44. With respect to this disease coupled with dysentery, 
Dr. Hardie observes :— 

“ Diarrhea and Dysentery—The mean monthly mortality curve for diarrhoea 
and dysentery for the years 1887-91 for the whole of Queensland is high in January, 
falls pretty regularly to its minimum for the year in August, rises somewhat from 
August to September, and very rapidly from September to its maximum for the year 
in November, and then declines a little in December. 

«Tt will thus be seen that it corresponds fairly to the curves of temperature, 
rainfall, number of rainy days, and amount of cloud, and inversely to that of the 
barometer. 

“Tt must be noted, however, that the death rate does not begin to rise till 
September; that it increases then much more rapidly than either the temperature, 
rainfall, or cloud, and attains its maximum, not in the summer months of greatest 
heat, but in November. In the second and third quarters of the year the ratio of 
deaths from diarrhoea and dysentery is nearly the same; that the former attains its 
maximum during the last quarter, and the latter during the first quarter of the 
year. This rather important difference between the: e two diseases may be accounted 
for in one or two ways. In the case of diarrhoea we find for the whole of Queens- 
land that about 85 per cent. of the deaths occur in children under five years of age ; 
that children are probably more susceptible than adults to the influence of a change 
in the weather such as obtains in the early warm months of summer; and that it is 
of a more acute nature. 

“ Dysentery, on the other hand, is a disease chiefly of adult life, the percentage 
of deaths in children under five years of age being only 29, and it runs generally a 
more chronic and prolonged course.” 

Some of the deaths from the other cause mentioned are referred to further 
on, but generally do not require any special notice, though in most cases of the 
diseases mentioned in this Table, an increased number of deaths is apparent in 1892 
over those in 1891. 

The following Table shows the duration of residence in Queensland, and the 
birthplaces of persons who died in this Colony from phthisis in 1892, except in two 
cases, in which the place of birth was not specified :—

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It will be noticed that of the 423 deaths from phthisis of persons whose 
term of residence has been ascertained, no less than 128 were deaths of Polynesians 
—that is, out of the whole number of deaths from the disease mentioned, 30°26 per 
cent. were South Sea Islanders. The deaths from phthisis for the year 1892 were in 
the proportion of 10°17 in each 10,000 of the mean population of the Colony, a rate 
somewhat less than that shown by the returns of the previous year, or any of the 
four preceding years. Further, Table U shows that in the whole number of 4.23 deaths 
from phthisis, 53 were Australian born, 89 English, 32 Scottish, and 74 Ivish, the 
remaining number being made up of persons of various nationalities. Of course it 
would be difficult to ascertain the length of illness of those who died, with any 
degree of certainty. As to the duration of residence, it is seen that many had been 
living for some years in Australia, 25 had not been twelve months in the country, 
22 had resided from 1 to two years, 52 from 2 to 8 years, 16 from 3 to 4 years, 25 
from 4 to 5 years, 96 from 5 to 10 years, 40 from 10 to 15 years; the remainder who 
died had been resident in the country for periods ranging from 20 to 55 years, with 
the exception of 24 cases in which the length of residence could not be ascertained. 


Cancer.—F rom time to time attention has been called in these reports to the 
progressive nature of this disease, so far as Queensland is concerned, and Statisticians 
in all countries have agreed that the complaint is increasing in an undue ratio. 
From year to year deaths from cancer in this Coluny have been steadily maintaining 
about the same proportion per 10,000 of the mean population. 


The year under review shows a small numerical decrease of four on the 
previous year, namely, 180 for 1892 as against 184 for 1891. 


The following statement extracted from the Victorian Year Book for 1892 
gives the proportion of such deaths per 10,000 of persons living in this and the 
neighbouring Colonies for the year 1890 :—

From this it would appear that cancer is less fatal in Queensland than in any 
of the other Colonies, and very much less fatal than in England and Wales, where 
in 1890 the proportion was 6:32 per 10,000 of persons living.

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From this it will be seen that any part of the body appears to be liable to be 
affected by this disease. The certificates of cause of death given by the medical 
adviser does not always contain the particular part of the body affected, but out of 
the 130 cases referred to in the above return the seat of the disease is omitted in 
only seven instances. It would: also appear from the return that the complaint 
affects both males and females in nearly the same proportion, and that in both sexes 
the stomach is the part most liable to cancer, the liver next, and the uterus and 
breast in women. It is to be hoped that scientific research in this direction will soon 


have the effect of checking the spread of this dreadful malady.

A. decrease of £194 8s. 7d. is apparent in the expenditure in this direction 
for 1892 as against 1891, due no doubt to the fact of the appointment of several 
Registrars at fixed salaries instead of the usual fee of three shillings for each entry 
made in a register.

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It will be observed that only four vessels (steamers) belonging to the British 
India Company carrying immigrants, 31 vessels, both steamers and sailing ships, 
carrying cargo and a few passengers (called short ships), and 6 vessels carrying 
only Polynesian immigrants, arrived during the year referred to. 

On the British-India steamers which landed 889 immigrants, there were no 
births, but two deaths occurred on the voyage, both females. 

No births or deaths took place on board the short ships. 

The Polynesian vessels had no births on board, and out of 464 Islanders 
brought here there were only 3 deaths—all males.

METEOROLOGICAL REPORTS. 

It would have pleased me to have been in a position to make some remarks 
connecting the Meteorology of the Colony with the death statistics, but up to the 
present I have not been able to obtain a copy of the Observer’s Report for the year 
1822. The only information at my disposal on this subject is the Observer’s monthly 
reports relative to observations taken at’ Brisbane, which are published in my 
monthly reports on the Vital Statistics of Brisbane and Suburbs, to which I refer 
my reader. I will, however, see that a copy of the Meteorologist’s Report is sent to 
each person who receives a copy of this paper when it is published. 


CONCLUSION. 

I regret that the publication of this Report should have been delayed to.so 
late a period of the year, but my engagements are so numerous that I found it 
impossible to have the work through at an earlier period. I have to express my 
acknowledgments to Mr. R. B. Howard, Chief Clerk in this Office, for the able 
assistance he has given me in compiling tables and statements necessary for this 
Report, and in aiding me in its preparation.
